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Japanese Officials 
Visit Coleman 

Visitors to the Coleman Collieries Vicary 
Creek Mine last week were Y. Sakata, Tokyo 
International Commerce Company Incorpor¬ 
ated Vancouver Branch; T. Shimizu, assistant 
general manager Raw Materials Department, 
Nippon Kokan K. K. (Japan Steel and Tube 
Corp.), Tokyo, Japan; Y. Yamura, manager, 
Tokyo International Commerce Co. Incorpor¬ 
ated Vancouver branch; HajimeTsubaki, chief 
technician of Metalurgical section, Technical 
Administration Department, Kawasaki Iron 
Works Nippon Kokan Kabushiki Kaisha (Ja¬ 
pan Steel and Tube Corp.) Kawasaki, Japan. 
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Mr. F. Harquail, president and 
managing director of the Collier¬ 
ies, said the Japanese delegation 
was in the Crows Nest Pass to 
discuss increased quantities of coal 
for Japan and also to discuss the 
ability of the mines here to de¬ 
liver the necessary quantities to 
Japanese markets. 

He said the Japanese officials 
were visiting the Vicary Creek 
Mine and Coleman Collieries 
properties to satisfy themselves 
that the mines are capable of pro¬ 
ducing the large capacity of coal 
needed by Japan. 

While here the Japanese were 


taken on a tour of Vicary Mine, 
some 15 miles north of Coleman, 
and after making an inspection of 
the premises, the men appeared 
highly impressed with the opera¬ 
tion and were very satisfied with 
the quality of coking coal being 
shipped to Japan. 

Coleman Collieries have at pre¬ 
sent a 150,000 long ton order for 
coking coal for Japan and this ord¬ 
er runs from April 1st, 1960, to 
March 31st, 1962. Some two-thirds 
of the order is being filled now 
and future contracts are presently 
being discussed.

The petition is being prepared 
by J. Kinnear and after it is duly 
signed will be forwarded to the 
Parks Board, the* Department of 
Municipal Affairs, the Department 
of Lands and Forests and to the 
Hon. Halmrast, Minister of Agri¬ 
culture. 


Paul Caletti 
Passes July 20 

Paul Caletti, well known Burmis 
farmer passed away in the Crows 
Nest Pass Municipal Hospital on 
July 20 following a short illness. 

Mr. Caletti fell on July 1st and 
was hospitalized for injuries and 
had failed since his fall. 

He was 82 years of age and was 
born in the province of Varese, It¬ 
aly, on June 29, 1879. 

He came to Canada in 1904, set¬ 
tling in Frank where he worked 
for the railway until 1912, when 
he moved to Burmis and operated 
a farm until a few years ago when 
he retired. He was of the Catho¬ 
lic Faith. 

He is survived by his wife Vir¬ 
ginia, at Burmis; two daughters, 
Mrs. E. (Louise) Montalbetti, of 
Coleman, and Mrs. H. (Kathleen) 
Monti of Calgary; one son, Peter, 
of Burmis; nine grandchildren and 
four great-grandchildren. 

Prayers were said from the Cha¬ 
pel of Hall’s Funeral Service in 
Blairmore at 7:30 p.m. on Friday 
evening. Requiem High Mass was 
celebrated from the Hillcrest Ca¬ 
tholic Church in Hillcrest at 10:30 
a.m. on Saturday, July 22nd, and 
interment was made in the Hill¬ 
crest Catholic cemetery. 

The Rev. Healy of Cowley of¬ 
ficiated at the services. 

Hall’s Funeral Service Ltd. of 
Blairmore were in charge of the 
arrangements. 

Pallbearers were Messrs. Fred 
Lee, George Forish, Louis Cor- 
tinovis, John Comin, Steve Dzied- 
zic and C. Mil vain. 


Neil Fleming, a former Coleman 
resident, was seriously injured in a 
mishap Thursday, July 20th dur¬ 
ing Ids course of duties at Hean¬ 
eys Warehouse in Victoria, B. C. 

Neil, working as a warehouse¬ 
man, was cutting open some card¬ 
board boxes with a saw when he 
accidentally severed an artery in 
nis left arm. Neil was rushed to 
St Joseph’s Hospital in Victoria, 
wliei e a team of five doctors work¬ 
ed for a number of hours to save 
his life. 

A double very rare operation was 
performed which comprised a 
heart massage during which time 
deep freeze techniques were used 
to lower Neil’s temperature. 

His temperature was reduced to 
a low of 90 degrees for a period of 
48 hours. Neil’s heart stopped and 
the doctors massaged his heart 
for one and a quarter hours, both 
manually and with electrical equip¬ 
ment before the organ responded 
and functioned without the massag 
ing. It is reported that the opera¬ 
tion is the first of its kind ever to 
be attempted under emergency 
conditions without previous prepa 
rations being made. 

Neil is now reported to be re¬ 
covering both physically and ment¬ 
ally from his experience and is 
making good progress. He is 43 
years of age, is married and has 
four children, all of whom were 
born in Coleman. He left here sev¬ 
eral years ago for the coast where 
he had gained employment. 

TV Broadcast From 
Burmis Area

Wash rooms and shower rooms 
were also visited and were found 
in spotless condition. 

The visitors were taken on tour 
of the kitchens and were shown 
the deep freeze and frigidaire fa¬ 
cilities used to keep foods in the 
best condition. The kitchen featur¬ 
ed mostly stainless steel ware and 
equipment to keep meals hot for 
the work crews. 

• The laundry rooms for the men 
were equipped with the latest ma¬ 
chines and dryers and each sec¬ 
tion of the camp was decorated 
in lively color schemes.

Construction will commence late 
this year on a $9,000,000 student 
accommodation project at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta in Edmonton. 

The project includes three 11- 
storeyed “Y” shaped residences, 
designed to house a total of 1,800 
students. Two buildings will pro¬ 
vide accommodation for male stu¬ 
dents and one will be used for 
female students. 


The residences will be located 
immediately west of the Northern 
Alberta Jubilee Auditorium. Con¬ 
struction is to be of reinforced con¬ 
crete and masonry. All rooms are 
to be simply but functionally furn¬ 
ished for two persons. 

Other accommodation in each of 
the three buildings includes a suite 
for a resident supervising faculty 
member, a library and study room, 


a common lounge and study area 
on each floor and modest recrea¬ 
tional facilities. 

In addition to the residences, a 
central food services buil ding is 
being planned. Costing approxi¬ 
mately $2,500,000 equipped, this 
structure will provide the cafeteria 
services for the residences as weU 
as additional recreational area fa¬ 
cilities, laundry and administra¬ 
tion accommodation.

Aquarium 

News 

“Observe — don’t disturb.” 

If Elmer H. Taylor, curator of 
the Calgary Aquarium had his way 
the Western painted turtle would 
wear that sign, particularly this 
time of year when these creatures 
often wander near and on main 
highways and are picked up by 
well-meaning travellers. 

Mr. Taylor said the Calgary 
Aquarium, located on The Calgary 
Brewery grounds, at 9th avenue 
and 15th street S. E., in Calgary, 
has been “swamped” with dona¬ 
tions of Western painted turtles. A 
number are presently living in 
harmony with two alligators in the 
reptile pit at the Aquarium, but 
no more can be accepted. 

Most of the turtles are picked 
up by tourists visiting British Co¬ 
lumbia. Native to the province, 
they are frequently found on the 
roadsides, but travellers who take 
them home with them soon find 
they are unable to look after the 
creatures and hope to find them 
a home at the Aquarium. 

“Turtles require considerable at- 
tenion — more usually than can 
be given by the average person,” 
Mr. Taylor said. Besides an en¬ 
vironment which includes both 
land and water, they need an even 
moderate temperature, and a diet 
containing meat or fish and sup¬ 
plemented with bone matter for 
shell-building. They cannot survive 
in chlorinated tap water. 

Nor can they survive for long in 
an Alberta slough, Mr. Taylor said, 
* si nee this water dries up in the 
extreme hot weather. He added 
that the introduction of species of 
turtles from neighboring provinces 
is not encouraged by biologists. 

“Much better to observe — and 
not disturb — the Western painted 
turtle if you come upon him in 
your travels,” Mr. Taylor said. 

Be Sure Your Brake 
Fluids Are Of 
Standard Quality 

Hon. Gordon Taylor, Minister of 
Highways, urged all motorists to 
make sure that brake fluids that 
they purchase are of a standard 
quality. Indications from the East 
are that some millions of gallons 
of cheap fluid is on the market and 
is being sold as standard brake 
fluid. 

Hydraulic brake fluid as set out 
by the Canadian Government Spe¬ 
cifications Board is required to 
have a boiling point of 300 deg. F.; 
inferior fluids reach the boiling 
point at 170 deg. F. or less. 

“With improper fluid the brakes 
could fail going down a steep hill 
because of the heat involved and 
later, after cooling, they could test 
satisfactorily,” the Minister de¬ 
clared. “Every motorist should 
make sure that brake fluid is of 
a standard make and the notations 
SAE 7 or SAE 3 will guarantee that 
the fluid meets the standard re¬ 
quired,” Mr. Taylor said.
